SACRAMENTO, Calif. (AP) - 


Authorities refuse to confirm or deny 
a report by the Sacramento Union 
that someone has threatened to Mil 
innocent people in Sacramento 
County if President Nixon is re- 
elected Tuesday. 


The Union quoted on Sunday from 


a note which described Nixon as "the 
killer" responsible for "the thousands 
of innocent people killed in Vietnam." 


The Union said the note was 


enclosed in nine packets of food 
containing deadly doses of cyanide 
which were mailed to area residents. 
The story said the writer claimed to 
have mailed 75 such packets and 
threatened to place 194 more on the 
shelves of area food markets if Nixon 
wins. 


William Miller, a spokesman for the 


Sacramento C o u n t y S h e r i f f ' s 
Department, refused to confirm or 
deny the story but acknowledged that 
the poisoning of the food packets "is 
related to the Vietnam situation and 
the killing in Vietnam." 


Miller said five of the packets were 


teported to authorities by residents on 
Friday, three more on Saturday and 
a ninth on Sunday. 


Officers acknowledged that the 


packets had notes enclosed but they 
refused to divulge their contents. 
News media were asked not to release 
the contents of the notes if they 
obtained copies. 


Meanwhile, authorities urged local 


residents to shop carefully. Searches 


were made of 13 area supermarkets 
but turned up nothing. 


Miller said the poisoned food was 


all of the type packed in foil envelopes 
— such as lemonade powder, soup, 
salad dressing, dip and seasoning 
mixes. They had been carefully slit 
with a razor blade, then resealed with 
transparent tape. 


Miller said the packets were mailed 


in brown manila envelopes which 
carried phony return addresses. 


Each was accompanied by a 


hand-printed note saying the food was 
poisoned and that 75 such packets 
had been mailed to persons selected 
at random from the telephone 
d i r e c t o r y , M i l l e r s a i d .

Britain put 
under price, 
wage freeze 


LONDON (AP) — Prime Minister 


Edward Heath clamped a 90-day 
freeze today on wages and prices in 
his Conservative government's bid to 
curb Britain's runaway inflation. 


He told a packed House of Com- 


mons the freeze will apply to wages, 
prices, rents and dividends subject to 
a "limited number of exceptions." 


The Prime Minister said he will rush 


through Parliament a bill empowering 
the government to take action but the 
freeze will take effect immediately. 
Waldheim calls 
for worldwide 
war on crime 


UNITED NATIONS, N.Y. (AP) — 


United Nations Secretary-General 
Kurt Waldheim says the world or- 
ganization should take action to deal 
with what he called a world crime 
crisis of growing proportions. 


In a weekend report to the United 


Nations, Waldheim said it might be 
appropriate for the organization to 
develop international policy for a fight 
against crime through meetings of 
ministers of justice, ministers of the 
interior or their equivalents. 


"Despite material progress, human, 


life has never had a greater sense of 
insecurity than it is experiencing 
today," Waldheim said. 


He said many areas of the world 


are plagued by an "ever rising tide of 
known homicides, robberies, 
burglaries and sex offenses." 
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Sunday, McGovern continued to ac- 
cuse President Nixon of deceiving the 
nation about Vietnam peace prospects 
and said Nixon has been ruling the 
country like "a Roman emperor" 
without regard for congressional 
powers. 


In a nationwide television speech 


from New York Sunday night, he said 
peace is not at hand, as claimed by 
the Nixon administration—"it is not 
even in sight." He said the remaining 


issues in the agreement to be worked 
out with Hanoi are the "central issues 
of the war. And Mr. Nixon knows it." 


McGovern said the administration's 


"deception" about prospects for peace 
"is the ultimate utilization of the 
technique that has become known as 
'the big lie.'" 


Nixon, meanwhile, spent much of 


the day relaxing at his oceanfront San 
Clemente home while declaring in a 
paid radio speech that the choice in 


Tuesday's election "is clear-cut and 
momentous." 


He said the balloting could be "one 


of our finest hours" and listed 10 
goals, ranging from "a secure and 
prosperous America" to "a great and 
good America," which he said could 
be achieved "no matter who wins in 
the next two days."

3 choppers 
shot down 


SAIGON (AP) — Communist forces 


shot down three U.S. helicopters 
within 14 miles of Da Nang Sunday, 
killing two Americans and wounding 
three, the U.S. Command announced 
today. 


An Army AH1 Cobra gunship was 


hit by small arms fire and crashed in 
flames 14 miles south of Da Nang, 
killing one crewman and wounding 
the second. 


An OH6 light observation helicopter 


was shot down as it attempted to 
recover the casualties, and one of its 
crew was wounded. A second OH6 
then went in and picked up the dead 
and wounded, and a relief pilot flew 
out the damaged OH6. The Cobra 
gunship was destroyed. 


About eight hours later, another 


OH6 was shot down by small arms 
fire six miles to the north. The U.S. 
Command said one crewmen was 
killed, the second was wounded and 
the helicopter was destroyed. 


The losses raised to 8,488 the total 


number of U.S. aircraft reported lost 
to all causes in the war. This includes 
4,851 helicopters. 


U.S. B52 bombers swept to within 


56 miles of the 20th parallel today in 
their deepest raids against North 
Vietnam since the resumption of 
fullscaie bombing test April. The raids 
34 miles north of Vinh were part of 
a concerted effort to blunt a Com- 
munist buildup of troops and supplies 
in ail four countries of Indochina in 
anticipation of a cease-firs, U.S. 
military sources said.

Appeals had been filed by Arthur 


Levitt, the state comptroller; Ewald

The 1970 Mandated Service Act 


allocated direct payments to parochial 
and other private schools to reimburse 
them for administering examinations, 
maintaining attendance records and 
making other reports required of the 
schools by the state. 


In a 2-1 decision, the district court 


in New York held the assistance 
violated the First Amendment's 
separation of church and state. 


In other actions today, the court: 
—Struck down an 1882 law banning 


unauthorized demonstrations on the 
U.S. Capitol grounds. 


—Declined to hear the plea of a St. 


Petersburg, Fla., man that a city law 
prohibiting verbal abuse of policemen 
is unconstitutional. 


The appeal by Levitt and Nyquist 


emphasized that the nonpublic 
schools are required to keep records 
and administer tests in order to 
comply with New York State's 
compulsory attendance laws. 


Therefore, the state officials said, 


the schools should be reimbursed for 
their expenses. They added that "the 
precise question" has never been ruled 
upon by the high court. 


Brydges, who is also the president 


pro tern of the state senate, said the 
reimbursement is limited strictly to 
costs of "secular, neutral and 
nonideological" services required by 
the state. 


The legislator said the court 


recognized this type of payment as 
being constitutional in its decisions in 
June 1971 while disapproving reim- 
bursement to parochial schools in 
Pennsylvania and Rhode Island for 
instruction in nonreligiouS subjects. 


The third appeal came from the 


Cathedral Academy in Albany, St. 
Ambrose School in Rochester, Bishop 
Loughlin Memorial High School in 
Brooklyn, Bais Yaacov Academy for 
Girls in Queens and Yeshivah Ram- 
bam in Brooklyn. 


They also stressed that private 


-schools are required to comply with 
state attendance laws. 


The reimbursements under the law 


were 15 cents a day of attendance for 
pupils in the first through sixth grades 
and 25 cents a day of attendance for 
pupils in the seventh through 12th 
grades. Based on attendance of 180 
days, nonpublic schools were reim- 
bursed $27 a year for each elementary 
pupil a year and $45 for each high 
school pupil. 


The state paid out $28 million last 


year and $14 million early this year. 
An addition $14 million scheduled for 
payment between April 15 and June 
15 was enjoined by the district court. 
In July, Justice Harry A. Blackmun 
declined to permit the payments while 
the officials and the schools appealed 
t o t h e S u p r e m e C o u r t . 


Indians ready 
to fight police 


WASHINGTON (AP) — Indians 


occupying the Bureau of Indian Af- 
fairs, girding for what they predict 
will be a battle with police, said today 
they were declaring war on the 
United States and threatened to 
destroy the building they have held 
since Thursday. 


The Indians emphasized their war 


declaration as the deadline passed for 
what they said was a Department of 
Interior order to evacuate or be 
thrown out. 


"They can have the building after 


it is gutted. When we go, the building 
goes," said Russell Means, a leader- of 
the Trail of Broken Treaties Caravan 
which took over the building. He said 
the approximately 400 Indians in the 
building spent Sunday night planning 
their defense against what they say 
will be a police attempt to storm their 
makeshift barricades. 


U.S. District Court Judge John 


Pratt, who earlier had issued a 
temporary restraining order ordering 
the Indians to leave the building, said 
today he would decide this afternoon 
whether to hold the protesters in 
contempt of court. 


If Pratt issues the contempt cita- 


tion, this would clear the way for 
police and U.S. marshals to move into 
the building and attempt to evict the 
protesters, one of the judge's assis- 
tants said. 


About 35 Indians armed with clubs 


and make-shift tomahawks stood at 
the building's entrance near a 
barricade formed by several crossed 
teepee poles. Smaller, sharpened poles 
jutted out from the barricade. 


"We have now declared war on the 


United States of America—seek your 


stations," Vernon Bellecourt said 
Sunday night. Bellecourt is the head 
of the American Indian Movement 
which is dominating the demanstra- 
tion. 


Means predicted that any fight 


between police and the Indians might 
resemble the Indian massacre at 
Wounded Knee, popularized by the 
best-seller, "Bury My Heart at 
Wounded Knee." 


The Indians took over the building 


last Thursday as they came to the 
capital to protest their treatment at 
the hands of government. 
- In contrast to last Friday night and 
early Saturday, however, when the 
Indians prepared to confront police 
with an emotional fervor that verged 
on jubilance, the mood early today 
was sober and brooding. 


While there was unanimity in 


voting to stay and fight rather than 
accept the government's last offer of 
housing at a nearby auditorium—this 
time with portable showers being 
added to the bargain—the Indians 
were hushed and stoic while Bellen- 
court explained the situation. 


They shouted "no" to the offer bat 


there was no weaponwaving or 
chanting, only a rush to start putting 
in place the barricades removed early 
last Saturday. 


Estimates of the number of Indians 


in the building ranged from 400 to 
2,000. 


"Both this administration and our 


caravan are backed up against the 
election (Tuesday)," said Dennis 
Banks, national field director of AIM. 
"Zero hour is too close to provide 
meaningful discussion. The govern- 
ment wants this building, they don't 
care about us." 


Hijack attempt ends 
in capture in Japan 


TOKYO (AP) — A masked, mid- 


dle-aged man carrying a .38-caliber 
revolver, hijacked a Japanese 
domestic airliner with 127 other 
persons aboard today in a bid for a 
plane to Cuba and $2 million ransom, 
but police in hiding captured him on 
the ground eight hours later and no 
one was hurt. 


Police said the man first identified 


himself as a Chinese-American from 
San Francisco but then told them he 
really was a Japanese, Tatsuji 
Nakaoka, who had been living in Los 
Angeles. 


Police said his revolver had six 


bullets and he had 50 more rounds 
inside his suitcase. He also claimed to 
have planted seven 30-pound bombs 
in the baggage compartment. Two 
packages, each containing 33 pounds 
of gunpowder, were found. 
, 


Just before the hijacker was 


captured, the Japanese Air Defense 
Command got a hijack alarm signal 
from a cargo flight en route from 
Anchorage, Alaska, to Tokyo, but the 
pilot reported he pressed the alarm by 
mistake. 


Authorities gave this account of the 


hijacking. 


The Japan Air Lines Boeing 727 


took off from Tokyo for Fukuoka in 
western Japan about 7.30 a.m. The 
hijacker hid in the toilet at takeoff 
and lemained there for 40 minutes 
until the plane was 28,000 feet over 
Nagoya At that point he burst into 
the cockpit, put a pistol to the pilot's 
head and ordered him to fly to Cuba, 
but the 727 had too short a range for 
the 13,000-mile flight and the pilot 
headed back toward Tokyo. 


One of the passengers, singer Skira 


Mita, told newsmen the crew behaved 
with great coolness, and the 
stewardesses let those who wished to 
walk about. She said there was no 
panic at any time. 


After circling the Tokyo airport for 


about two hours, the plane landed at 
10:45 a.m. For the next five hours the 
hijacker negotiated with JAL officials, 
repeatedly refusing to surrender. 


Meanwhile, the airline readied a 


long-range DCS jet for the flight to 
Cuba via Vancouver and Mexico and 
told the hijacker the $2 million had 
been put aboard. 


The man released 121 passengers 


and the three stewardesses, but kept 
the pilot and two other crew members 
aboard at gunpoint. 


The hijacker finally forced the three 


crew members to accompany him to 
the DCS. As they boarded, a group 
of police hidden inside the plane 
jumped the hijacker and other police 
rushed up the steps to help. 


The hijacker was taken to the 


airport police station. 


One of the three crewmen he held 


hostage was an American, Robert 
Faulkner, 49, of Mamstique, Mich , the 
flight engineer. All the passengers 
were Japanese except one. a West 
German businessman. 


The last hijacking in Japan oc- 


curred in August 1970 when a man 
commandeered a domestic airliner 
with 81 persons aboard over central 
Japan. He was seized when the plane 
landed to refuel. 


The most sensational hijacking in 


Japan occurred in Apnl 1970 when 
leftist students wielding samurai 
swords commandeered a JAL jetliner 
and diverted it to North Korea.

primary election campaign by Sen. 
George S. McGovern will help him 
win the Dairy State's 11 electoral 
votes. 


The governor and other Capitol 


executive officers, as of 1970, are 
serving four-year terms. For the first 
time, therefore, there are no top-level 
statehouse contests to attract voter 
interest. Nor is there a U.S. Senate 
election. 


But legislative races have been 


compensatingly lively in many cases, 
and the state elections supervisor, Leo 
Fahey, predicted a record 1.85 million 
persons will vote. That's about 150,000 
more than voted in the 1964 and 1968 
presidential elections. 


Democrats, who won control of the 


state Assembly in 1970, expect to 
retain the advantage in this year's 
balloting. The prospects are less 
promising that they can overturn 
Republican control of the Senate, 
where they have been in the minority 
since 1893. 


In recent years, Democrats have 


achieved 5-5 partisan equality in the 
state's House of Representatives 
- delegation, and hope to gain the upper 


hand this year.

primary, Nixon won the state. Nixon 
carried^ it again for Republicans in 
1968 over Hubert H. Humphrey. 


Still, there-were reasons for

Pam Powell, national chairman of

Notice is hereby given of a General Election to be held in all the precincts in the Coun- 


ty of Outagamie on the 7th day of November, 1972, at which the officers named below 
shall be chosen. The names of the candidates for each office to be voted for, whose nom- 
inations have been certified to or filed in this office, are given under the title of the office 
and under the appropriate party or other designation, each in its proper column. 


INFORMATION TO ELECTORS 


Upon entering the polling place, an elector shall give his name and address before re- 


ceiving the ballot from the ballot clerk. The initials of 2 ballot clerks must appear on the 
ballot. Upon receiving the ballot, the elector shall retire alone to a voting booth and 
mark his ballot. A ballot clerk may inform the elector of the proper manner for marking 
a ballot, but he shall not in any manner advise or indicate for whom to vote."~- . 


If an elector wishes to vote for all candidates nominated by any party, he shall make a 


cross or other mark in the circle under the party designation printed at the top of the bal- 
lot. Unless a name has been erased or crossed out, another name written in, a mark 
placed to the right of a candidate for the same office in another column or a sticker ap- 
plied, a mark in the circle at the top of the column is a vote for all the party's candidates 
listed in the column. If an elector does not wish to vote for all the candidates nominated 
by one party, he shall make a cross or mark in the square at the right of each candidate's 
name for whom he intends to vote, or by inserting or writing in the name of a candidate. 


In presidential elections, the elector shall place a cross or other mark in the square at 


the right of the set of candidates for president and vice president for whom he intends to 
vote. The vote shall be counted for all the candidates for presidential electors of those 
candidates. 


The ballot should not be marked in any other manner. If the elector spoils a ballot, he 


shall return it to an election official who shall issue another in its place, but not more than 
3 ballots shall be issued to any one elector. Not more than 5 minutes' time shall be 
allowed to mark the ballot. Unofficial ballots or a memorandum to assist the elector in 
marking his ballot may be taken into the booth and copied. The sample ballot shall not 
be shown to anyone so as to reveal how the ballot is marked. 


After the official ballot is marked, it shall be folded so the inside marks do not show 


but so the printed indorsements and ballot clerks' initials on the outside do show. After 
folding the ballot, the elector shall leave the booth, give his name to the inspector in 
charge of the ballot box, hand him the ballot to be placed in the ballot box, and leave 
the polling place promptly. 


An elector may be assisted by 2 election officials of different political parties in mark- 


ing the ballot if he declares to the presiding official that he is unable to mark his ballot. If 
an elector declares that he is visually handicapped, he may have anyone assist him in 
marking his balloj or operating a voting machine. The presiding official may administer 
an oath as to a person's disability.

past trends) should enable the GOP to 
pick up the four or five seats they need 
to control the senate. Any Republican 
takeover of congress would shift many 
Southerners on Capitol Hill into the 
GOP camp. 


The consensus here in Washington is 


that it will not happen, and that the 
Democrats will narrowly keep control 


of the house and the senate. If so, this 
would mean that the "ticket-splitting" 
two-track system of conservative 
Democratic voting behavior (national 
Republican

Democratic for congress) is being ins- 
titutionalized, and that local GOP can- 
didates can't profit much from even the 
first Dixie Republican presidential 


landslide since the Civil War. 
also probably mark the first Northern 
presidential landslide which ttidn't 
produce a Northern congressional 
delegation decisively weighted toward 
the party winning the landslidj, and 
ticket-splitting would necessarily occur 
on a record scale.

Only recent historic precedent sup- 


ports the indicated election result on 
Nov.^ that will pit a triumphant 
president of one party against a 
Congress of another. Until the middle 
of the 20th century, the same party 
usually controlled both the White 
House and the congress. Sometimes the 
president's party lost control of the 
house and senate in mid-term elections 
as a result of unpopular policies. With 
few exceptions, however, a new ad- 
ministration began its term in office 
with its fellow partisans also dominant 
on Capitol Hill. 


Therefore, if the Democrats hold on- 


to congress this year despite a 
Republican presidential landslide, it 
may mark the institutionalization of a 
new "two-track system" of American 
politics featuring 
different 
voter 


behavior and party perceptions on the 
presidential and congressional levels. 
Here, then, are this year's possibilities 
and prospects: 


— Odds favor a Nixon presidential 


victory of a size that would normally tip 
congress to the Republicans yet the 
prevailing opinion is that this will not 
occur; t 


— 1972 may reaffirm, in the most 


striking way to date, the recent pattern 
of conservative Democrats, especially 
southerners, voting for a Republican 
president and then for conservative 
local Democratic candidates 
for 


congress; 


— Under this year's circumstances, 


such results would probably solidify a 
two-track system whereby conserva- 
tive Democrats kept their separate 
congressional identity but worked on a 
coalition basis with the national 


GOP change started in 1948 


As the accompanying chart shows, 


until World War II, the vote for 
congress and the president generally 
was quite parallel. Election of a new 
president invariably meant a new 
congress of the same party. This pat- 
tern began falling apart in 1948, when 
the South started jumping out of its 
traditional Democratic presidential or- 
bit. In his recent book, "The Ticket 
Splitter," vote analyst V. Lance 
Tarrance Jr. likewise pinpoints 1948 as 
the year in which a large gap began to 
open , between congressional 
and 


presidential voting (21.3 per cent of 
congressional districts backed White 
House'and congressional candidates of 
different parties, up from 11-14 per cent 
during the Roosevelt years). 


Wide disparities remained in 1952 


and then grew again in 1956 as 
Republican Dwight Eisenhower carried 
an unprecedented number of Dixie 
congressional districts while only a 
handful of Southern Republican can- 
didates were successful. In subsequent 
years, the Dixie two-track system not 
only failed to go away, it got worse. 
Nineteen Sixty-four saw Republican 
Barry Goldwater win most of his elec- 
toral votes in the South, while four out 
of five Republicans elected to the house 
of representatives came from the 
North! 


According to Tarrance's figures, a 


record 33.3 per cent of congressional 
districts, both above and below the 
Mason-Dixon line, voted in 1964 for a 
congressman and a president of 
different parties. Four years later in 
1968, with independent George Wallace 
making it a three-way race, he carried 
most of the congressional districts that 
had been the core of Dixie Democratic 
strength on Capitol Hill, and once 
again, the number of constituencies 
splitting their tickets was in the 30 per 
cent range. One can guess at this year's 
result. However, if President Nixon 
carries 80 per cent of the congressional 
districts, a fair possibility even with 57 
per cent of the total vote, and if the 
GOP elects only 45 per cent of the 
congressmen, the spread could be the 
widest ever. 


If the GOP cannot make major gains 


in congress this year, the situation will 
be in marked contrast to the supposed 
parallel of Eisenhower's 1956 landslide 
when the Republicans also failed to 
take congress. Back in the early and 
mid-1950's, the GOP usually had 
anywhere from 180 to 220 congressmen 
(218 constituted a house majority), and 
almost all of these Republicans came 
from 180 to 220 congressmen (218 con-

Republicans, a high level which the 
GOP has not since been able to reach. 


Note also that the large block of 


Northern Republicans were elected in 
the two Eisenhower landslides: 213 
Northern Republican congressmen in 
1952 and 192 in 1956. Since that time, 
there has been no presidential election 
where the GOP candidate has received 
more than 50 per cent of the Northern 
vote —no landslide situation to give the 
GOP another shot at electing 180 or 190 
Northern Republicans. 


Some more hypotheses 


Although media experts talk about a 


repeat of 1956 helping the Democrats, 
the GOP will surely take Congress if 
1956 repeats itself in the North in 1972. 
Should the GOP elect 185 congressmen 
from the North, it is likely to elect 35 
from the South, enough to tip control. 
And herein lie the vital questions of the 
1972 congressional race: 1) Will a Nixon 
landslide in the North give the GOP as 
many congressmen as the Eisenhower 
landslides did? and 2) Is the South 
ready to elect 35 or 40 Republican 
congressmen this year (up from 29 in 
1970)? If so, there will be a Republican 
congress. If not, the "two-track sys- 
tem" will be confirmed as it never has 
been before. 


Some inquiry, then, is due into the 


separate effects of landslides on the 
congressional vote in the North and 
South. Here again is a distinction 
usually ignored. First, the Northern 
pattern, which is clearly one influenced 
by presidential votes: Since World War 
II, there have been three presidential 
landslides in the North: Eisenhower's in 
1952 and 1956, and LBJ's in 1964. In the 
first two, with a Republican pulling 
57-59 per cent of the Northern vote, the 
GOP captured 190-210 of the 325 
regional congressmen. In the third 
contest, with Barry Goldwater drawing 
only 36 per cent of the 1964 presidential 
vote in the North, the GOP elected only 
123 Northern congressmen. The other 
three elections —1948,1960 and 1968 — 
have been close in the North, and as a 
result, the two parties have usually split 
the Northern congressmen 
fairly 


evenly, with the GOP capturing 160-170 
Northern seats. This year, if Richard 
Nixon chalks up the first Northern GOP 
landslide since 1956, it would be 
meaningful indeed if the GOP cannot 
break out of the 160-170 house seat 
range. 


The reason the 1956 Eisenhower 


. landslide 
did 
not 
enable 
the 


Republicans to capture congress is that 
the GOP had about all the seats it could 
reasonably win in the North while the 
South was still not open to local 
Republicanism. As late as 1950, the only 
GOP congressmen elected in the South 
came from three mountain districts in 
Kentucky and Tennessee that had gone 
with the North in the Civil War. Other- 
wise, the South's more than 100 
representatives in congress were en- 
tirely Democratic. 


A few GOP gains occurred in 1952: 


three seats in Virginia and one in North 
Carolina. And in 1954, the Republicans 
lost one of the Virginia seats, but added 
one in Texas and one in Florida. Other- 
wise, there were no gains. 


The 1954 Supreme Court decision 


outlawing segregation hurt GOP pros- 
pects. Not one new Southern Congres- 
sional seat fell to the Republicans in 
1956 despite the Eisenhower landslide! 
Even in I960, when Richard Nixon ran 
fairly well in the South against John 
Kennedy, the GOP did not pick up any 
Southern Congressional districts'. 


A breakthrough in 1964 


Things began to change in 1962. Five 


new Southern seats tumbled into the 
GOP column. Then in 1964, with Barry 
Goldwater's Southern Strategy in 
operation, the GOP finally broke 
through in the old South: seven 
Alabama, Mississippi, and Georgia dis- 
tricts surprised everybody by electing 
Republican congressmen. At the same 
time, three Republican congressmen 
lost in Outer South areas of Texas and 
Kentucky. A total of 17 Southern GOP 
congressmen were elected. 


Bear in mind that Barry Goldwater 


did not win a majority of the Southern 
vote. Because of a huge Texas plurality, 
the edge went to LBJ. Nor did Richard 
Nixon win a majority of the Southern 
presidential vote in 1968. As a matter of 
fact, George Wallace's third party can- 
didacy kept the Republican presidential 
vote in the South down to just 35 per 
cent! However, even with that top of 
the ticket shortfall, the Republicans 
managed 
to elect 29 Southern 


congressmen. 


What should happen, then, in the fact 


of the first Southern GOP landslide in 
history? The GOP was not positioned 
to take coattail advantage of the 1956 
race, where Eisenhower roughly split 
the South 50-50 with Stevenson. But 
this year's Dixie presidential landslide 
will be much, much bigger. Estimates of 
the Southern Nixon vote usually run 
from 60 to 70 per cent. It will be the first 
Southern presidential landslide for 
either party since 1944. Under these 
circumstances, it would be odd — and 
extremely telling — if the GOP doesn't 


rnthio 
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pick up another five to ten Southern 
congressmen for a total of 35-40 out of 
more than 110. 


Thus, if Nixon wins the 56-58 per cent 


national landslide that most of the polls 
are forecasting, his Northern edge will 
probably be 55-45 per cent and his Dixie 
victory more like 63-37 per cent. If past 
patterns hold up, this should give 
Congress to the GOP first, 
the 


Republicans theoretically ought to 
elect 180-185 Northern congressmen, 
up from the 160 to 170 they have elected 
in nip-and-tuck presidential years likd 
1948, 1960 and 1968. At the same time, 
they ought to elect 35-40 Southern GOP 
congressmen. While this discussion has 
concerned the House of Representa- 
tives, the same mathematics (using

When West followed suit in 
hearts he gave East "the count" by 
playing his three and six of hearts. 
Since he had led the four (fourth best), 
his play of the three confirmed a five- 
card suit. 


With this knowledge, declarer need 


ask only one more question when the 
low spade is led to dummy, "If West has 
the king and two more good hearts^ 
why would he not win and cash the 
hearts?" 


This routine analysis guides the 


declarer to the winning play. He plays 
dummy's spade ten to drive out the 
king and makes his contract.

West played low and declarer 
had to guess whether to play the ten or 
the queen. Was it really a guess? 


For the unobserving declarer it was. 


He played the queen, which East took 
with the king and the hand was over.

Swedish are coming!" is one cry this fall 
as excitement about Swedish royalty, a 
Swedish movie and Swedish fashions 
spills over in alll directions.

"The Emigrants," a film 
adopted from Vilhelm Moberg's trilogy 
about early Swedish settlers in the 
Onited States, has been acclaimed in its 
premiere engagements in this country 
And "The Northern Highlights," an 


all-Swedish trade show of ready-to- 
wear and sportswear, the first since 
1968, has recently concluded its suc- 
cessful presentation in New York to 
buyers and the press. 


The result has been an enormously 


increased interest in things and styles 
Swedish. 


The Swedish national character is 


beautifully 
depicted 
in "The 


Emigrants," Jan Troell's epic film for 
Warner Bros, that stars Max von 
Sydow and Liv Ullmann as peasant 
farmers who leave their homeland in 


search of a better life in the United 
States. Indicative of that character are 
the costumes worn by Liv Ullmann in 
the film. 


Some of these rough costumes, 


typical of the attire of European 
peasant women in 1844, are now on 
exhibition in New York. These were 
women who worked in the fields, 
hauled water, chopped wood, washed 
clothes in melted snow and scrubbed, 
cooked and cleaned from pre-dawn to 
late at night. 


The winter outfits from "The 


Emigrants" are neutral in color, mostly 
greys and browns, and the fabrics are 
roughly woven or heavy blanket wools, 
sometimes worn with a coarse linen 
blouse.

Safety hints on escalators 


Although escalator accidents ac- 


count for fewer than 1,000 reported 
accidents each year, they can be serious 
with mangling, amputating injuries. 
The machinery of an escalator has been 
developed to a high degree of safety; 
however, accidents do happen due to 
the actions of the public, reports the 
National Safety Council. 


Most escalator accidents involve 


falling or getting caught, and they 
usually happen to children up to six 
years of age and adults 55 years and 
older. For the most part, the children 
get caught and the adults fall, the 
council says. 


Falls, it explains, generally occur 


when people lose their balance because 
of the moving platform and fail to 
steady themselves by using the 
handrail. Packages often prevent a 
shopper from holding on properly, a 
conversation may divert one's atten- 
tion, a parent may turn too quickly to 
watch a child on another step. These 
people lose their balance and fall.

Fox Valley voters will send a new 8th 


District congressman to Washington 
and choose a new state senator and a 
new Assembly representative in Tues- 
day's elections, while also settling con- 
tests between numerous incumbents 
and their challengers.

Appleton has had leading Republicans 
from Vice President Spiro Agnew on 
down campaigning personally for him 
in the district. 


The Rev. Robert Cornell of De Pere 


countered with an appearance by Sen. 
Edward M. Kennedy, D-Mass. 


Cornell and Froehlich also have been 


running a high volume of 30-second 
television campaign ads over Green 
Bay-based television stations. They 
include Cornell plugs by Wisconsin 
Democratic Senators Gaylord Nelson 
and William Proxmire, and Froehlich 
support from the retiring 28-year in- 
cumbent, Rep. John W. Byrnes of 
Green Bay. 


The only state legislative race that 


has produced a similar outpouring of 
television advertising is the 2nd Senate 
District contest between Democrat 
James DeLorme of De Pere and 
Republican Thomas Petri of rural Fond 
du Lac.

Direct services to people account for

For 1973, this 
means that $9.9 million of the $15.8 
million total budget request is ear- 
marked for those services. 


The bulk of that amount, $6.55 


million, is for social services. Another 
$1.9 million is for services to the men- 
tally ill. The remaining $1.43 million is 
for health services, including the Gold- 
en age home, general hospital, sana- 
torium and county nurse. 


The social services spending proposal 


is up $1.38 million over what had been 
budgeted 
for the 
current year. 


However, 1972 expenditures are ex- 
pected to exceed the budgeted amounts 
by more than $550,000. 


Medical costs are blamed for much of 


the rapid increase in the social services 
budget. For 1973, the medical part of 
the budget is estimated in excess of $3 
million. 


Within social services, administra- 


tion is estimated at $1.07 million. This is 
about $100,000 less than the current 
budget. 


Administration is sort of a catchall 


for everything that doesn't fit into one 
of the other categories. In addition to 
personnel costs, all child services and 
all purchase of care services are 
included. These items account for 
nearly half of the administration bud- 
get. 


Two categories with social services 


account for almost all of the increase. 
They are aid to the disabled and aid to 
families with dependent children. 


Including medical costs, aid to the 


disabled is projected at $857.455 for 
1973, an increase of $300,000 over the 
current budget and $200.000 over what 
is now actually expected to be spent. 


On the revenue side, aids are

: SANTIAGO. Chile (AP)-Snarls of 
commuter traffic and white-coated 
clerks sweeping unshuttered store 
fronts clean signaled the end today 
'et Chile's worst strike. 
\ The capital's multicolored buses 
were overflowing once more, and the 
yellow-tiled sidewalks downtown 
bustled with shoppers and office 
'workers. 


"This is a moment of triumph for 


Chile's democratic labor movement 
We paralyzed the country for 27 
days," shouted Leon Vilann, head of 
the National Labor Command as he 
urged striking workers to go back to 
their jobs in a radio speech Sunday 
night. 


Marxist President S a l v a d o r 


Allende's government gave in to 
some—but not all—of the strikers' 
demands. The truce temporarily ended 
Chile's most serious internal crisis 
since Allende was elected two years 
ago. 


All the strike leaders credited the 


new interior minister. Gen. Carlos 
Prats, for leading both sides to a 
solution. Allende named Prats, who 
had been the army commander, to the 
cabinet Thursday in a move to ap- 
pease opponents of his leftist regime. 


Government sources said Allende 


will leave No 17 on a two-week trip 
to Cuba, Mexico and the United 
Nations in New York. This will leave 
Prats, the No. 2 man in the 
government, in charge and provide a 
further cooling off period. 


The strikers had included truckers, 


shopkeepers, small farmers, white 
collar workers, doctors, lawyers, 
teachers, airline pilots, ship crewmen 
and high school students.

5. No reprisals—either against

Americans a real choice because 
Democrats and Republicans hold 
similar totalitarian socialist tenden- 
cies. 


With the polls predicting a GOP 


presidential victor/, most of Nixon's 
campaigning in tht past few days has 
been directed toward the Republican 
effort to pick up the five-seat gain 
needed to win control of the Senate 
for the first time since 1955. 


Of the 33 seats being contested 


Tuesday, 19 are held by the 
Republicans, 14 by the Democrats. 


Republican strategists indicate their 


gains might fall just short of the 
needed 50 seats. 


The once-solidly Democratic Deep 


South, where the absence of 1968 
independent candidate George C. 
Wallace could trigger a Nixon sweep, 
has become a m a j o r S e n a t e 
battleground with Republicans 
hopeful of taking over Democratic 
seats in Virginia, North Carolina, 
Alabama and Georgia. 


Democrats say they have a chance 


to oust Republican Sen. John G. 


Tower of Texas and to win the seat 
of retiring GOP Sen. John Sherman 
Cooper of Kentucky. 


Outside the South, Republicans are 


making their strongest bids against 
Democratic Sens. Claiborne Pell of 
Rhode Island and Thomas J. Mclntyre 
of New Hampshire and for the New 
Mexico and Oklahoma seats where 
Democrats retired. 


Democrats, on the other hand, 


think they can pick up the seat of 
ailing GOP Sen. Carl E. Mundt in 
McGovern's home state of South 
Dakota, and have hopes of unseating

WASHINGTON (AP) — Secretary 


of State William P. Rogers predicts 
that secret peace talks with the North 
Vietnamese will resume in the near 
future, but that a final agreement on 
a Vietnam cease-fire probably is 
"several weeks" away. 


The North Vietnamese chief negot- 


iator, Xuan Thuy, said, meanwhile, 
that the Communists would agree to 
another "final" meeting if conditions 
are right. "The question is serious- 
ness" on the part of the United States, 
he added. 


While indications mounted that 


negotiations would soon be resumed, 
Secretary of Defense Melvin R. Laird 
acknowledged that the United States 
is speeding up deliveries of military 
equipment to South Vietnam. 


Laird said this would "enhance 


negotiations." 


Rogers said Sunday that the United 


States has been in contact with the 
North Vietnamese through diplomatic 
channels, "and I have every reason 
to think that the negotiations in the 
private channels will resume in the 
near future." 


He was interviewed on NBC's 


"Meet the Press." 


Rogers repeated past statements of 


the administration that the basic 
agreement has been reached. 
However, he said "one more series of 
meetings" is needed to resolve "some 
ambiguities" and mentioned three. 


He said they include a definition of 


the role of a joint council to ad- 
minister the cease-fire and supervise 
elections; the timetable for positioning 
of an international force to supervise 
the cease-fire, and the question of 
North Vietnamese troops remaining in 
the South. 


One of the major objections raised 


by the South Vietnamese government 
of President Nguyen Van Thieu to the 
tentative cease-fire agreement is that 
it makes no provision for withdrawal 
of Northern troops from the South. 


"That certainly is a subject for 


discussion, yes," Rogers said, "but not 
necessarily in terms of redrafting the 
agreement." 


Asked when final agreement is 


likely, Rogers said: "I think it would 
be several weeks. Whether it runs into 
more than that I am not sure." He 
added he has "no doubt, though, 
about the outcome." 


The secretary of State also said he 


thinks it is unfair to consider Thieu 
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as the lone "villain" blocking' the 
tentative agreement reached between 
the United States and the North 
Vietnamese in Pans Oct. 3. 


Thieu has made "some points that 


we think are valid and we think that 
when we discuss these points with the 
North Vietnamese that we can work 
out accommodations." 


Thuy said in an interview in 


Sunday's New York Times that if, in 
another meeting, "the U.S. agrees and 
then proposes more changes, it would 
be very difficult to settle things."

U lesjts the 
accuracy of devices that measure items 
as light as a feather or as heavy as an 
elephant —and anything in between.

pumps, vehicle meters, farm milk 
tanks, and prepackaged commodities 
ate emphasized. As it is impossible and 
impractical to check every weighing 
and measuring device, much less the 
thousands of prepackaged items, the 
Bureau 
uses a selective testing 


program. 


The Bureau states. "The selective 


testing program obtains accuracy in 
prepackaged Hems and in weighing and 
measuring devices in the most effective 
and efficient manner possible to 
maximize return per tax dollar invest- 
ed."

Buy by weight if you have a choice 


and personally observe the weighing. 
All sales should be by net weight, so 
make sure you're not paying for the 
paper your steak is wrapped in or the 
container holding your potato salad. 


Anything that is priced prior to sale 


must have the quantity indicated. Use 
it to your advantage to determine the 
cost per unit. Labels like large, jumbo 
and family size don't tell you much 
about quantity, so check the quantity 
statement 


Watch the gas pump. State law 


requires the indicators of price and 
gallonage on gas pumps to be returned 
to zero before the attendant starts 
filling your tank. 


Make an effort to understand how

SACRAMENTO, Calif. (AP) - 


Authorities refuse to confirm or deny 
a report by the Sacramento Union 
that someone has threatened to kill 
'innocent people in Sacramento 
County if President Nixon is re- 
elected Tuesday.

reported to authorities by residents on 
Friday, three more on Saturday and 
a ninth on Sunday.

Meanwhile, authorities urged local 


residents to shop carefully. Searches 
were made of 13 area supermarkets 
but turned up nothing. 


Miller said the poisoned food was

even in sight." He said the remaining

McGovern said the administration's

shot down three U.S. helicopters 
within 14 miles of Da Nang Sunday, 
killing two Americans and wounding 
three, the U.S. Command announced 
today. 


An Army AHI Cobra gunship was 


hit by small arms fire and crashed in 
flames 14 miles south of Da Nang, 
killing one crewman and wounding 
the second. 


An OH6 light observation helicopter 


was shot down as it attempted to 
recover the casualties, and one of its 
crew was wounded. A second OH6 
then went in and picked up the dead 
and wounded, and a relief pilot flew 
out the damaged OH6. The Cobra 
gunship was destroyed. 


About eight hours later, another 


OH6 was shot down by small arms 
fire six miles to the north. The U.S 
Command said one crewmen was 
killed, the second was wounded and 
the helicopter was destroyed. 


The losses raised to 8,488 the total 


number of U.S. aircraft reported lost 
to all causes in the war. This includes 
4,85! helicopters. 


U.S. B52 bombers swept to within 


56 miles of the 20th parallel today in 
their deepest raids against North 
Vietnam since the resumption of 
fullscaie bombing last April.

W A S H I N G T O N (AP) - The 


Supreme Court today ag'reed to 
review a New York law that provided 
$28' million a year in state funds for 
parochial schools until it was declared 
unconstitutional. 


The justices acted on appeals from 


the ruling by a three-judge panel in 
New York City last April. The case 
will be heard early next year and a 


final decision announced by the end 
of June 1973. 


Appeals had been filed by Arthur- 


Levitt, the state comptroller; Ewald 
B. Nyquist, the commissioner of 
education; Earl Brydges, majority 
leader of the state senate; and three 
Roman Catholic and two Jewish 
parochial schools. 


The 1970 Mandated Service Act 


allocated direct payments to parochial 
and other private schools to reimburse 
them for administering examinations, 
maintaining attendance records and 
making other reports required of the 
schools by the state. 


In a 2-1 decision, the district court 


in New York held the assistance 
violated the First Amendment's 
separation of church and state. 


In other actions today, the court: 
—Struck down an 1882 law banning 


unauthorized demonstrations on the 
U.S. Capitol grounds. 


—Declined to hear the plea of a St. 


Petersburg, Fla., man that a city law 
prohibiting verbal abuse of policemen 
is unconstitutional. 


The appeal by Levitt and Nyquist 


emphasized that the n o n p u b l i c 
schools are required to keep records 
and administer tests in order to 
comply with New York State's 
compulsory attendance laws. 


Therefore, the state officials said, 


the schools should be reimbursed for 
their expenses. They added that "the 
precise question" has never been ruled 
upon by the high court. 


Brydges, who is also the president 


pro tem of the state senate, said the 
reimbursement is limited strictly to 
costs of "secular, n e u t r a l and 
nonideological" services required by 
the state. 


The legislator said the court 


recognized this type of payment as 
being constitutional in its decisions in 
June 1971 while disapproving reim- 
bursement to parochial schools in 
Pennsylvania and Rhode Island for 
instruction in nonreligious subjects. 


The third appeal came from the 


Cathedral Academy in Albany, St. 
Ambrose School in Rochester, Bishop 
Loughlin Memorial High School in 
Brooklyn, Bais Yaacov Academy for 
Girls in Queens and Yeshivah Rarn- 
bam in Brooklyn. 


They also stressed that private 


schools are required to comply with 
state attendance laws. 


The reimbursements under the law 


were 15 cents a day of attendance for 
pupils in the first through sixth grades 
and 25 cents a day of attendance for 
pupils in the seventh through 12th 
grades Based on attendance of 180 
days, nonpublic schools were reim- 
bursed $27 a year for each elementary 
pupil a year and $45 for each high 
school pupil. 


The state paid out $28 million last 


year and $14 million early this year. 
An addition $14 million scheduled for 
payment between April 15 and June 
15 was enjoined by the district court. 
In July, Justice Harry A. Blackmun 
declined to permit the payments while 
the officials and the schools appealed 
t o t h e S u p r e m e C o u r t . 


Indians ready 
to fight police 


WASHINGTON (AP) - Indians 


occupying the Bureau of Indian Af- 
fairs, girding for what they predict 
wiii be a battle with police, said today 
they were declaring war on the 
United States and threatened to 
destroy the building they have held 
since Thursday. 


The Indians emphasized their war 


declaration as the deadline passed for 
what they said was a Department of 
Interior order to evacuate or be 
thrown out. 


"They can have the building after 


it is gutted. When we go, the building 
goes," said Russell Means, a leader of 
the Trail of Broken Treaties Caravan 
which took over the building. He said 
the approximately 400 Indians in the 
building spent Sunday night planning 
their defense against what they say 
will be a police attempt to storm their 
makeshift barricades. 


U.S. District Court Judge John 


Pratt, who earlier had issued a 
temporary restraining order ordering 
the Indians to leave the building, said 
today he would decide this afternoon 
whether to hold the protesters in 
contempt of court. 


If Pratt issues the comtempt cita- 


tion, this would clear the way for 
police and U.S. marshals to move into 
the building and attempt to evict the 
protesters, one of the judge's assis- 
tants said. 


About 35 Indians armed with clubs 


and make-shift tomahawks stood at 
the building's entrance near a 
barricade formed by several crossed 
teepee poles. Smaller, sharpened poles 
jutted out from the barricade. 


"We have now declared war on the 


United States of America—seek your 


stations," Vernon Bellecourt said 
Sunday night. Bellecourt is the head 
of the American Indian Movement 
which is dominating the demanstra- 
tion. 


Means predicted that any fight 


between police and the Indians might 
resemble the Indian massacre at 
Broken Knee, popularized by the 
best-seller, "Bury My Heart at 
Wounded Knee." 


The Indians took over the building 


last Thursday as they came to the 
capital to protest their treatment at 
the hands of government. 


In contrast to last Friday night and 


early Saturday, however, when the 
Indians prepared to confront police 
with an emotional fervor that verged 
on jubilance, the mood early today 
was sober and brooding. 


While there was unanimity in 


voting to stay and fight rather than 
accept the government's last offer of 
housing at a nearby auditorium—this 
time with portable showers being 
added to the bargain—the Indians 
were hushed and stoic while Bellen- 
court explained the situation. 


They shouted "no" to the offer but 


there was no weaponwaving or 
chanting, only a rush to start putting 
in place the barricades removed early 
last Saturday. 


Estimates of the number of Indians 


in the building ranged from 400 to 
2,000. 


"Both this administration and our 


caravan are backed up against the 
election (Tuesday)," said Dennis 
Banks, national field director of AIM. 
"Zero hour is too close to provide 
meaningful discussion. The govern- 
ment wants this building, they don't 
care about us." 


Hijack attempt ends 
in capture in Japan 


TOKYO (AP) — A masked, mid- 


dle-aged man carrying a .38-caliber 
revolver, hijacked a Japanese 
domestic airliner with 127 other 
persons aboard today in a bid for a 
plane to Cuba and $2 million ransom, 
but police in hiding captured him on 
the ground eight hours later and no 
one was hurt- 


Police said the man first identified 


himself as a Chinese-American 
from 


San Francisco but then told them he 
really was a Japanese. Tatsuji 
Nakaoka. who had been living in Los 
Angeles. 


Police said his revolver had six 


bullets and he had 50 more rounds 
inside his suitcase. He also claimed to 
have planted seven 30-pound bombs 
in the baggage compartment. Two 
packages, each containing 33 pounds 
of gunpowder, were found. 


Just before the hijacker was 


captured, the Japanese Air Defense 
Command got a hijack alarm signal 
from a cargo flight en route from 
Anchorage, Alaska, to Tokyo, but the 
pilot reported he pressed the alarm by 
mistake. 


Authorities gave this account of the 


hijacking 


The Japan Air Lines Boeing 727 


took off from Tokyo for Fukuoka in 
western Japan about 7-30 a.m. The 
hijacker hid in the toilet at takeoff 
and remained there for 40 minutes 
until the plane was 28,000 feet over 
Nagoya At that point he burst into 
the cockpit, put a pistol to the pilot's 
'head and ordered him to fly to Cuba, 
but the 727 had »oo short a range for 
the 13,000-mile flight and the pilot 
headed back toward Tokyo 


One of the passengers, singer Skira 


Mita, told newsmen the crew behaved 
with great coolness, and the 
stewardesses let those who wished to 
walk about. She said there was no 
panic at any time. 


After circling the Tokyo airport for 


about two hours, the plane landed at 
10:45 a.m. For the next five hours the 
hijacker negotiated with JAL officials, 
repeatedly refusing to surrender. 


Meanwhile, the airline readied a 


long-range DCS jet for the flight to 
Cuba via Vancouver and Mexico and 
told the hijacker the $2 million had 
been put aboard 


The man released 121 passengers 


and the three stewardesses, but kept 
the pilot and two other crew members 
aboard at gunpoint 


The hijacker finally forced the three 


crew members to accompany him to 
the DCS As they boarded, a group 
of police hidden inside the plane 
jumped the hijacker and other police 
rushed up the steps to help 


The hijacker was taken to the 


airport police station 


One of the three crewmen he held 


hostage \va«. an American. Robert 
Faulkner, 49. of Manistique, Mich . the 
flight engineer All the passengers 
were Japanese except one. a West 
German businessman

MANAWA —A public hearing on the

to the proposal, saying regents instead 
should consider putting a lid on the 
level of segregated fees 
charged 


students. 


The fees support special programs,

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New proposal hopes to improve 
caliber of assessors in state

MADISON — The str.te Department 


of Revenue will return o the legislative 
arena in January with proposals for 
improving the administration of the 
unpopular property tax, with the major 
thrust intended to improve the perfor- 
mance of assessors in many districts. 


Now persuaded that the legislature's 


authorization of a countywide assess- 
ment system through an office of 
county assessor is not likely to win 
many counties over, the department is 
preparing a bill that would provide for 
the certification of town, village and 
city assessors as to their technical 
qualifications. 


The county assessor plan would 


remain as an optional alternative, ac- 
cording to the legislation that is being

tee of property taxpayers that resulted 
from the sporadic and highly publicized 
taxpayer "revolts", mostly in rural

The assessor certification would be 


intended to weed out those local as- 
sessment officers, typically in the 
smaller taxing districts and many of 
them elected, who have no demons- 
trated technical training to qualify 
them for their duties. 


Meanwhile, the state revenue ad- 


ministrators and the advisory commit- 
tee are reviewing means for the 
refinement of the state tax equalization 
assessment procedure, which aims at 
establishing full values for property 
taxes but which has often been under 
fire because it is based primarily on 
sampling as afforded by current market 
activity.

mittee, have asked why there should be 
two valuation systems — the state's 
so-called 100 per cent valuation, and 
the local assessment which in typical 
instances is substantially and admit- 
tedly below mai*et valuations. There 
have been suggestions that ultimately 
the state valuations, now established to 
assure equitable distribution of taxes 
covering more than single tax districts 
including joint school districts and 
counties, as examples, may replace the 
local assessed valuation.

Fox Valley voters will send a new 8th 


District congressman to Washington 
and choose a new state senator and a 
new Assembly representative in Tues- 
day's elections, while also settling con- 
tests between numerous incumbents 
and their challengers. 


The battles for seats where the in- 


cumbent has for one reason or another 
stepped down have generally been 
hard-fought by both sides, while in- 
cumbents in other districts have tended 
to campaign little despite some energe- 
tic opposition attempts to unseat them. 


The 8th District congressional race 


has seen a media blitz studded with 
appearances by big-name national 
leaders from both parties pitching for 
the candidates. 


State Rep. Harold Froehlich of 


Appleton has had leading Republicans 
from Vice President Spiro Agnew on 
down campaigning personally for him 
in the district. 


The Rev. Robert Cornell of De Pere 


countered with an appearance by Sen. 
Edward M. Kennedy, D-Mass. 


Cornell and Froehlich also have been 


running a high volume of 30-second 
television campaign ads over Green 
Bay-based television stations. They 
include Cornell plugs by Wisconsin 
Democratic Senators Gaylord Nelson 
and William Proxmire, and Froehlich 
support from the retiring 28-year in- 
cumbent, Rep. John W. Byrnes of 
Green Bay. 


The only state legislative race that 


has produced a similar outpouring of 
television advertising is the 2nd Senate 
District contest between Democrat 
James DeLorme of De Pere and 
Republican Thomas Petri of rural Fond 
du Lac. 


The 2nd District seat is being vacated 


by Sen. Myron Lotto of rural Green 
Bay, 
who was an 
unsuccessful 


Republican primary candidate for 8th 
District congressman. 


Campaign spending has been a 


peripheral issue in that race, with the 
two candidates otherwise sticking 
close to their respective party lines on 


state legislative issues. 


DeLorme recently attacked Petn's 


out-of-state financial support, includ- 
ing substantial contributions from New 
York and Washington sources. Petn, 
who was an aide on a special White 
House task force staff before returning 
to Wisconsin, said the out-of-state 
funds were from friends he had made 
while on the Washington assignment. 


Both sides issued lists of Petn cam- 


paign contributors and amounts, but 
the list produced by a group supporting 
DeLorme and containing the heaviest 
amount of out-of-state money covered 
the primary election period, while Petri 
produced a list of more recent con- 
tributions which ran heavily to in-state 
donations. 


The third race in which newcomers 


are seeking the seat of an incumbent is 
in Appleton's 42nd Assembly District, 
where Froehlich's congressional can- 
didacy removed him from the running 
after five consecutive two-year terms. 


The Republican entrant is Realtor 


Toby Roth, and the Democratic can- 
didate is Thomas Lonsway, manager of 
a local cooperative. 


Both candidates have waged exten- 


sive door-to-door campaigns, distribut- 
ing leaflets through periodic canvass- 
ing expeditions by volunteers 


Lonsway also borrowed a page from 


the successful campaign tactics of 
Mayor James Sutherland last spring, 
distributing a questionnaire and later 
releasing the results. 


Both candidates also have rung 


doorbells in person, and who has done 
more face-to-face electioneering is a 
question that gets a different response, 
depending on which side is asked. Both 
candidates are aware that Froehlich 
placed heavy stress on personal cam- 
paigning in his early campaigns. 


Based on the energy and apparent 


financial output by candidates and 
their organizations in each of the three 
districts where the incumbent is step- 
ping down, the outcome could be close. 


The ultimate deciding factots may 


include such things as the coattail ef- 
fect of the two major-party presidential 
candidates and the lack of statewide 


contests including a race for the gover- 
norship. 


In the legislative races, the record of 


Gov. Patrick Lucey and his Democratic

Democrat-controlled Assembly, have 
been focal points of candidates on both 
sides. 


In other Fox Valley area contests, a 


veteran Republican state senator, an 
incumbent GOP Assembly representa-

Sen. Gerald Lorge, R-Bear Creek, has 


waged a token campaign to defend his 
seat against Appleton Democrat 
Michael Mack, who has attacked the 
incumbent on a variety of issues rang- 
ing from the tax relief topic that has 
figured highly in all races to Lorge's 
campaign spending.

In the southeastern corner of Ou-

didates in two local races, entering

Neanderthalism in California 


California is made up of a lot of way-out people as the 


twenty-two referendums on the Nov. 7 ballot indicate. But some 
of its leaders overlook causes to get at results. 


Governor Ronald Reagan's Social Welfare Board has been 


understandably concerned about the continued rise in illegi- 
timate births in California. Its proposed solutions sound right 
out of the Middle Ages. 


First, the board would make mandatory the taking away and 


placing for adoption of a third illegitimate child. It would require 
the paternity of an illegitimate child to be made known within 
six months of birth or take away the child. It would take away 
the child of any unwed mother under 16. Its reasoning in all 
three proposal is that the mother is "morally depraved." 


One may well question the intelligence of any woman who has 


three illegitimate children in these days of readily available 
contraceptives and information on birth control. But the worth 
of an individual as a parent isn't always the amount of brains. 
Nor is it necessarily one's age or whether an unwed mother 
wants to involve the father. The latter proposal was worked out 
to require paternal responsibility but that may be more than 
making it a matter of law. 


Critics of the proposals use terms like "monstrous," "bar- 


barism" and "neanderthalism" and they are appropriate. But the 
board does have on its side the probability that an adopted child 
would be more likely to have a fulfilled life than one brought up 
by an unmarried mother. However, it has neglected to take into 
account the hard fact that the majority of the illegitimate 
children in California are black or Chicano and they are not as 
easy to find adoptive homes for as the white healthy child. 


The board has also overlooked both the climate of communi- 


ties in which an illegitimate child may grow up and today's 
trends. It may be that a Chicano child would be more adjusted 
and happy in a largely Chicano community if the circumstances 
of his birth are of far less concern than they would be in a 
puritanical group with opinions like those of members of the 
welfare board. There is also the hard fact that not only are more 
unwed mothers keeping their children in all parts of American 
society today; many "singles" are adopting children. The stigma 
for both child and parent is fading. A woman with several 
illegitimate children might even have planned it that way. 


The concern should not be lost, however. All our experience 


with schools and other social organizations has demonstrated 
that a child's home is the primary influence in his life as a child 
and in his adult years. The quality of that home, not in material 
possessions but in love and understanding and concern, cannot 
be overestimated. All things being equal even today an unwed 
mother is not as likely to be able to provide those factors as what 
we have come to consider a more normal home. 


But the harsh approach of the California Welfare Board is no 


answer at all. 


Arabs ignore women's lib 


The more conservative in this country may grumble and 


gnash their teeth about what they consider to be the arrogance 
of women's lib. But imagine what it's like in the Arab countries! 


The Arabs do not recognize women remotely in the same way 


that men are accepted. The female role is largely confined to the 
home and child bearing and there is no nonsense about such 
wholly masculine pursuits as holding political office, voting or 
owning property. But some Arabs at the United Nations are 
getting the message that it isn't the same the whole world over. 


"For the first time in the Arab world, the problem of the Arab 


woman has been brought onto a public stage in a meaningful 
way," a Kuwait woman delegate to a UNICEF conference 
recently said. "If these recommendations are implemented, a 
new kind of woman would emerge and you would have a new 
kind of man, too." 


This may be exactly what most of the men in Arab countries 


fear. And it is obvious that there is a great deal of distance 
between the suggestions for reform and the actual putting of 
recommendations into action. 


A study by the United Nations Children's Fund has reported 


an extensive array of factors that could generally improve 
women's role in Arab countries. They include a year's leave of 
absence from any employment for child bearing, allowances for 
working women with children as well as for a father, a legal end 
to polygamy and expanded day care and maternal health 
facilities. 


But while the men and probably many of the women may 


resist change in the Arab countries, some statistics show that it 
isn't all a matter of prestige or favoritism. In Egypt, for instance, 
less than 5 per cent of the work force is female. But does the fact 
that women's place is accepted as being almost exclusively in 
the home mean that things in the kitchen and nursery are 
necessarily all that much better? 


The mortality rate of infants in Egypt is 11.9 per cent and 15 


per cent in the equally backward Sudan and these are almost all 
curable diseases. Arab women "are not fully aware of the proper 
way to bring up children, regarding health, nutrition, education 
or social qualities," the study said. The education of women is 
slight in most Arab countries and political involvement almost 
ml. It is no accident that low scores on all these factors go 
together Another one is the few number of Arab women who 
use contraceptives in a part of the world where there is no 
religious objection. It is all part of the attempt to keep women 
out of the mainstream. 


Other recommendations of the study are for increases in 


professional and scientific schooling, in-service training, 
reduced work hours for mothers with small children, sex 
education and family planning in schools and the sharing of 
household tasks by men.

No voter apathy in political race 


MADISON — The day preceding important 


elections tends to be occupied with after 
thoughts and hindsights by the sideline student 
of political affairs and, no doubt, by many a 
reflective politician. 


Was there ever an important national elec- 


tion that exhibited less of the contrived and 
even vulgar clamor for public attention to 
which the citizen was exposed so heavily in 
other times? The bumper strips and cartops, the 
public rallies, the doorbell ringing by partisans 
more zealous than helpful, the ferocious ar- 
guments at the corner tap. Also the odds-making 
by the self-nominated political experts, even 
the desecration of the countryside with the 
carefully doctored and blown up likenesses of 
the eager volunteer for the service of the 
republic, the state, the town, or whatever? . 


Some reporters have exploited one of their 


favorite words as they describe what they have 
found in their attendance upon candidates and 
their entourages. There is "apathy" they say in 
chorus and with such repetition that the word 
quickly grates on the ear. But what is apathy? 
How is it ascertained? 


What did they expect? 


One guesses that some of those observers 


fresh from their college history books somehow 
expected the torchlight parades, corn liquor on 
the village green, the bands and the monster 


rallies accompanied by the frenzied par- 
tisanship of earlier generations. 


But such ingredients of the political cam- 


paign have long since disappeared in most 
localities. One of the reasons for the in- 
difference of so many persons to the goings-on 
at the national conventions this year, to the 
dismay of the television entrepreneurs, was the 
transparent artificiality, even puerility, of many 
of the performances. 


If the communications revolution and the 


enormous public investment in public educa- 
tion have had any effect, this should be the 
most sophisticated generation in the history of 
the American political experience. This 
reporter chooses to believe that it is in fact the 
best prepared generation of voters since 
universal suffrage. 


But the technology of politics has been 


severely altered. The individual is no longer the 
conscious target. Even the occasional rally- 
staged for the presidential aspirant is not 
primarily intended to persuade the crowd in the 
auditorium or the stadium, but to set the stage 
for paid television and radio and to validate 
press accounts. 


Costs are so enormous that there is little left 


for the trappings of sentimental memory in the 
histories. The expenditure is so awesome, in 
fact, that every politician and political writer 
dry behind the ears knows that all things being 
reasonably equal, the man with the most 
money at his command will be the favorite in 


the speculations, and, too often, the favor/te in 
the actual balloting. 


The new methodology of politics renders 


analysis of prospects in a jurisdiction without a 
responsible —and costly —polling service quite 
meaningless. The voter does his listening and 
thinking before the television tube and in 
private perusal of his newspaper. Thus ,much 
political "analysis" is merely the citation of 
predidictable, self-serving and calculating 
claims and counterclaims of the professional 
politicians. 


Inevitably, 
there 
will ' be 
posturing 


complaints during the next few days about the 
default of many tens of thousands of eligible 
voters. After a lifetime spent a few feet removed 
from the political stage, the political reporter 
develops some tolerance for the election day 
absentees, and strong doubts about the "be 
sure to vote" preachments uttered in pious rote. 


If there is any able-bodied person who fails to 


record his choices voluntarily, the chances are 
that he won't deliver a responsible ballot if he is 
dragooned. Similarly, the detached bystander 
of politics develops a suspicion about the 
motivation of those who sometimes talk about 
compulsory voting or penalties for the non 
voter. Forcing the ignorant or the indifferent is 
risky business. 


Some of the absentees, it is also useful to 


remember, are expressing themselves in their 
own way. For a person of strong convictions, 
that can be decisive expression too. 


Sydney J. Harris 
Writers hate actors 
because of jealousy 


Ben Hecht once wrote a book called 


"I Hate Actors!" It was an honest title, 
because all writers hate actors. 


They pretend they hate them 


because actors are shallow and vain 
and often quite stupid. But those are 
not the real reasons. Writers hate ac- " 
tors because they are jealous of them. 


They are jealous of the fact that 


actors get all the credit for the dialog 
written by the authors. Some people 
think that actors make up their own 
words; and even the more sophisticated 
members of the audience imagine that 
comedians are quite funny fellows, in 
and of themselves. 


Writers know otherwise. They know 


that 90 per cent of actors are utterly lost 
without their battery of script writers in 
the wings. And that the terribly funny 
fellow on the stage is about as witty as 
a hitching post in his private life. The 
writers itch desperately for the credit 
the performers get. 


One of the few personally funny 


comedians of our time was the late Fred 
Allen, who was also a talented writer of 
his own material. This was about as 
rare as a writer who couid play the lead 
in "Wuthering Heights." 


Allen once remarked about Jack 


Benny's offstage talent: "Jack couldn't 
ad lib a belch after a Hungarian 
dinner." And most comedians are 
equally lost without thefour, six, eight, 
and sometimes ten anonymous hands 
who have diligently prepared their 
"material" for years. 


I thought of this the other night. 


when I peered into the family room 
where the children were watching the 
10th anniversary program of the 
Johnny Carson show on TV. 


There, aligned on the couch opposite 


Johnny were Jack Benny, Joey Bishop, 
Don Rickles, George Burns — a million 
dollar's worth of comic talent. But none 
of them had brought a "routine" along, 
and so the program had all the verve of 
a park-bench conversation at an old 
people's home. Everybody on stage was 
desperately uncomfortable. 


Then Rowan and Martin entered, sat 


down, and began to banter. Immense 
relief registered on everyone's face — 
this comedy team, thank God, had 
come prepared with a "routine," and 
suddenly the whole program took off. 
The unseen and unknown writers were 
hard at work. 


Writers don't hate actors because 


actors are handsome or popular or get 
paid immense sums for soft work and 
easy hours; they hate them because the 
performers get all the credit for the 
brains and humor and flashing per- 
sonality belonging to somebody else. If 
Bob Hope's stable went on strike, he'd 
be about as funny as a dentist with 
halitosis.

solid waste 
Editor, The Post-Crescent: 


The Outagamie County Board plans 


on making a decision respecting the 
handling of solid waste materials on 
November 14th. This decision will have 
a significant effect on every taxpayer in 
Outagamie County. It could not only 
involve the expenditure of hundreds of 
thousands of dollars initially but would 
be an item of great expense throughout 
future years. It involves enough tax 
dollars to merit the genuine concern of 
every resident of this county. 


The County Board will consider 


several different ways of handling solid 
waste. The basic choice will be between 
incineration and shredding. I have 
made some personal effort to learn a 
few things about the different methods 
being considered. I am advised that the 
incineration method has been used by 
Calumet County. This method has met 
all standards set by the Wisconsin 
Department of Natural Resources with 
respect to emission of smoke, etc. The 
material is reduced to 10% or less by 
weight, covering all types of solid waste 
material. This eliminates more than 
90% by weight of the material left to be 
handled after incineration. 


The shredding method leaves the 


same weight of material to be hauled 
away to a land-fill. The residue left after 
incineration is no problem in that it will 
not rot or disintegrate, or will it emit 
odor. It will not have to be covered as 
would the shredded material. It will not 
create problems with respect to rats 
and other vermin, odors, etc. 


Finally, it is my understanding that 


the cost per ton of handling the solid 
waste can be done cheaper by in- 
cineration than by the shredding 
process. I am still looking into the 
mater and seeking additional informa- 
tion. It seems to me, however, that we 
are involved in a situation that wilJ 
probably cost millions of dollars now 
and in the future. I would hope every 
taxpayer in Outagamie County would 
investigate the matter on his own — 
and that our County Board representa- 
tives would weigh this matter with 
great care before arriving at a judg- 
ment of this importance.

Solid waste progress 


Editor, The Post-Crescent: 


The chairman of the Zoning Com- 


mittee of the County Board stated, "We 
have studied this (Solid Waste) to 
death. We have statistics coming out of 
our ears, but no decision has been 
made." The Coordinating Committee 
(9/6/72) stated in part, "The committee 
should have professional presentations 
of all avenues of disposal." The County 
Executive in his statement to the board 
said several questions have been raised 
about solid waste management which 
should be answered. With this position 
of high county officials and committees 
it was riot unreasonable for the board to 
delay a decision on acceptance of 
proposals to the county. 


Newspaper reports in far too many 


instances are the only statistics and 
data available to the board. Without 
newspaper reports, board members 
would have little knowledge of what is 
going on in county government, before 
meeting day, unless members are able 
to attend all committee meetings and 
sometimes to be in two places at once 
to cover simultaneous meetings. 


Mayor Sutherland has stated his 


position in a letter of 10/20, which 
follows the remarks of Robert Miller, 
Public Works Director, verbally to the 
Zoning Committee (10/19), "Participa- 
tion is dependent on 
economic 


feasibility." Mayor LaPlant stated 
Kaukauna is not interested at this time 
because of its own waste disposal plan 
and contract 
commitments. Other 


rural communities also have disposal 
commitments or adequate facilities 
that they would be reluctant to change 
for economic reasons. 


In the hammermill operation costs are 


projected at $1.75 per ton; incineration 
projected at $1,29 per ton. These figures 
do not include amortization of capital 
expenditures in the plant, hauling to 
final disposal site, and costs at the 
disposal area. There are no guarantees 
from proponents of the 
systems 


including county officials, enabling a 
municipality to contract for the service 
based on a set cost comparable to their 
present known costs of disposal. The 
proposal that costs of operation 
including capital costs be picked up by 
the county would only hide costs of a 
solid waste system. This proposal is 
contrary to authorities in solid waste 
plans who recommend that the costs of 
a solid waste disposal system should be 
returned to the county on a user fee 
basis. This principle is further upheld 
bv, "An Analysis of the County Solid 
vVaste Management Law," (Wis. Coun- 
ties 1/72). The state statute also ap- 
pears to distinguish between capital 
costs and operating costs, which is the 
legislative intent according to Robert 
Mortensen of the Wisconsin County 
Boards Association. 


But like all law and legislative intent 


there is a hidden factor that may allow 
county officials to establish service 
districts for waste 
management, 


whereby it may allocate costs to dis- 
tricts through a general tax on the 
property within the district or by 
charges to the cities, villages or towns 
whose territory is within the district. 
Unfortunately, joining might not be 
voluntary, and problems could parallel 
annexation problems. Further pressure 
could be solicited from the DNR to 
force the municipalities to accept a 
regional system by strict enforcement 
in Outagamie County of current 
regulations based on the regional plant 
availability, irrespective of costs com- 
parison. 


What are some conclusions that we 


might reach: 


1.1 believe the county board adequa- 


tely handled the resolution of a dual 
problem of entry and handling the solid 
waste question, by voting 39-0, to ac- 
cept the responsibility of regional 
waste disposal and by dividing this 
question from the system to be chosen. 


2. I am confident the county will 


support capital expenditure for a solid 
waste system when the following are 
agreed upon by the municipal users: 


a. Choice of system to process waste 


(This is best left to a decision by users, 
as they will pay operating costs — 
indirectly the county could choose the 
system based on municipal user direc- 
tion) 


b. Location for method or process- 


ing facility has been chosen —site must 
be in accessible region to users. 


c. Per ton or capita costs for disposal 


method or system is agreed upon by 
users and cover full cost of operation 
(may exclude some capital expendi- 
ture) 


d. Adequate site for disposal of 


processed waste is available — can be 
provided by county. 


A concession by the board to pick up 


capital costs is an adequate commit- 
ment Further negotiation should be 
made with users who in all likelihood 
would be Appleton for they hold the 
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key to regional solid waste disposal by 
the volume generated and available 
data of comparable costs. An economic 
disadvantage of a new system might be 
offset whereby counties are authorized 
to engage in research and demonstra- 
tion projects to improve solid waste 
management and recycling and con- 
tract for grant funds for these purposes, 
or establish a set price per ton the 


county is requested to absorb in a pilot 
project if grunts are not available. 


The county board will function when 


provided with proper facts to reach 
intelligent conclusions. 1 do not believe 
a complete disclosure of related costs 
were provided for the board to pass on 
both questions. You can be thankful 
the board is not hastily making a 
decision contrary to sound economic 
planning because we are all very eager 
to find a solution to solid waste dis- 
posal. Remember that when we speak 
of garbage, we refer to it as "Solid 
Waste Management." Let us not lose 
sight of the full term and include 
management in our decision.

FUKUI, Japan (AP) — Fire broke

15 of them seriously; 286 others made 
their way safely through the smoke. 


The train was en route from Osaka,

Clark claims that FBI

WASHINGTON (AP) - Former 


Atty. Gen. Ramsey Clark says that 
while he was in the Justice Department 
he read an FBI file on Thomas F. 
Eagleton that included details of the 
Missouri senator's treatment for 
exhaustion and depression. 


The FBI denies it ever investigated 


Eagleton. 


Eagleton was hospitalized in 1960. 


1964 and 1966. After details of his 
illnesses became known last summer, 
Democratic presidential nominee 
George McGovern dropped Eagleton 
as his vice-presidential runningmate. 


Clark said in a telephone interview 


that he learned from an FBI file of 
Eagleton's medical history in 1965. At 
the time, Clark said, he was deputy 
attorney general and Eagleton was 
one of several men under con- 
sideration for appointment as an 
assistant attorney general. 


As a result, he said, an FBI check 


was conducted and it unearthed de- 
tails of Eagleton's medical history. 
Eagleton was then lieutenant gover-- 
nor of Missouri. 


When an FBI spokesman was asked 


if such a file existed and if it had been 
distributed during the past year, he 
replied: "We have never conducted an 
investigation of Sen. Eagleton." 


Last month, the St. Louis Post- 


Dispatch reported that the McGovern 
campaign organization was inves- 
tigating reports that the Committee 
for the Re-Election of the President 
had leaked the information about 
Eagleton's illnesses after Eagleton was 
nominated in July.

Of the three blacks running for the 


Senate, only o n e — i n c u m b e n t 
Republican Edward W. Brooke of 
' Massachusetts—4s expected to win. 


The Congressional Black Caucus, 


composed of the black members of the 
House, is assured of gaining additional 
strength as all 13 incumbents and two 
others—Yvonne Brathwaite Burke in 
Los Angeles and Barbara Jordan in 
Houston— are favored. 


In Tennessee, J.O. Patterson Jr., 


Democratic state Senate whip and a 
Memphis city councilman, is seeking 
to unseat Republican Rep. Dan 
Kuykendall. Patterson defeated four 
whites in the primary and is running 
in a recently redrawn district that 
takes in several new black areas in 
Memphis and excludes some white 
suburban areas.

Price 'bulge' seen 
in fourth quarter 


Another price "bulge" will'send your 


cost of living sharply upward in the 
next 45 days — reflecting price 
increases deferred until after election 
day as well as what have come to be 
"normal" increases for most necessities 
and luxuries. 


The rise in the cost of living index to 


be disclosed in late December — in the 
Consumer Price Index, watched around 
the world for clues to how the U.S. is 
managing its inflation — will almost 
surely more than match the rise in the 
September index disclosed a few days 
ago. That increase was V4 per cent in a 
single month, equivalent to an annual 
rate of 6 per cent. 


It would be silly for anyone to try to 


make a precise guess about a statistic 
not yet measured and not to be released 
until weeks from now — and I'm not 
silly. But even administration spokes- 
men who are most vehement in their 
defense of President Nixon's economic 
policies agree that he won't hit his 
target of a 1972 inflation rate down to 
the 2 to 3 per cent range by yearend. 


News being postponed 


Even they foresee a "bulge" and they 


call it by that name. And they are 
understandably relieved that the news 
is to be postponed until all the votes are 
in. 


In fact, I now find in Washington a 


tolerance — an acceptance, if you will 
— of an annual rate of inflation in the 3 
to 3'/2 per cent range in the years ahead. 
That would be 3 or SVi per cent a year — 
year after year after year — with the 
cost-of-living increases built into the 
economic structure and compounded. 


What would that mean to you? 
Before I get to that, let me underline 


this vital point: 


We are turning in a much better 


record of controlling inflation this year 
than any other major country, most 
dramatically better than the perfor- 
mance of Europe's industrialized na- 
tions. 


Europe's rate increasing 


The dollar's loss in purchasing'power 


in the first seven months of '72 
averaged only 3.2 per cent, according to 
calculations of the First National City 
Bank of New York, well below the 
depreciation rate for the currencies of 
all other prime industrial nations and 
comparing with an average loss of 6.1 
per cent for Europe's currencies. 
What's more, as our rate of inflation 
has decelerated, Europe's rate has 
shown increasing signs of acceleration 
due to national policies to encourage 
business expansion and to an infla- 
tionary influx of unwanted foreign 
funds. 


But we have not managed to do more 


•than slow our inflation from a "gallop 
ing" rate of 5 per cent or more to a 
"jogging" rate of 3 to 3'/2 per cent. 


In the price-wage freeze of August- 


November, 1971, the annual rate of 
price rise was a mere "creep" of 1.9 per 
cent. In the first quarter of 1972, it was 
back up to 3.2 per cent. In the second 
and third quarters of this year, it was 
back up to 3.6 per cent. When the 
fourth quarter is toted up, the rate will 
not be down. There is indisputably a 
bias toward ever higher prices in our 
land and in the world of the late 20th 
century. 


And now, there's hardly a word 


among informed economists of a return 
to the "creeping" rate of \lh to 2 per 
cent — the rate which prevailed in the 
pre-Vietnam period and which was the 
equivalent of price stability in an 
economy as dynamic as ours. For at 1 
per cent a year, it would take almost 
three quarters of a century for prices to 
double; that would not have an impor- 
tant impact on any individual's spend- 
ing, saving or investing habits. 


35 years to double 


At 2 per cent, it would take more than 


35 years for prices to double; that also 
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wouldn't have much impact on any 
individual family's financial habits. 


But an annual rate of 3 to 3.5 per cent 


year after year? At that rate, prices 
would double and triple in a quarter- 
century or so. Well before this century 
ends, a 3 per cent annual rate would 
have cut the dollar's buying power in 
half. 


At 3 per cent inflation, you would be 


brutally penalized if you put your sav- 
ings in fixed-income mediums — e.g., 
highgrade bonds, savings accounts, 
insurance, the like. 


At a 3 per cent yearly rate, you would 


have to obtain an interest return high 
enough to offset the 3 per cent plus 
income taxes AND to give you a return 
too. Rates this high are not generally 
available on high-grade investments 
now. 


The cost of housing would soar. The 


cost of education would skyrocket. 
Savings habits would be drastically 
changed, spending would become 
much more reckless. 


Yet, this is the outlook under today's 


economic policies.

Rabies cases 
increase in state 


MADISON — "An increased number 


of rabies cases has been reported in 
Wisconsin this year," says Dr. R. G. 
Shipman, director of the bureau of field 
services with the Wisconsin Depart- 
ment of Agriculture. 


Shipman reports that there have 


been 121 positive cases of rabies diag- 
nosed at the State Laboratory of 
Hygiene during the first 9 months of 
1972. These include 68 skunks, 20 dogs, 
19 cattle, 5 bats, 4 cats, 4 fox and one 
horse. "By comparison, there were only 
59 cases diagnosed during all of 1971," 
he says. Increases have also been noted 
in most other states. 


Since skunks serve as a reservoir for 


rabies in Wisconsin, farmers, hunters 
and all persons engaged in outdoor 
activities should avoid skunks and 
other wild animals. Farmers are 
reminded that cattle are among the 
most susceptible of all domestic 
species. 


"Children should also be cautioned 


against playing with wild animals," 
Shipman says. 


Shipman reports a large increase of 


rabies cases in dogs and he urges that 
all dogs be vaccinated. Cats, if they are 
allowed outside, also should be vac- 
cinated.
